For the most part, the file Consists cf letters enchased between Oswald and the 
gfa+a Der^rtmci during 19G1 and 10C2 when he was inaklng efforts to get out of tdie 
f^et UnT^ith Russian wile. There is only tae letter to Senator Tower which 
was written to him by Oswald from Iviinsh, USSR, in which he reque^ts tto Senat 
uTreturntaa to the Uattcd States. Alttouj h thto letter is undated, the 
Senator's clfice believed it was received in January, 19u2. 

It is of interest to note that there is a memorandum in 
*UC2 -d Linda. Linda is en assistant in Senator Tower’s office. This memoranda 
LVrS-TSt sli^d reeved a call from Mr. Staniield in the Department of Stale 

‘return to the United Sates. The memorandum states 

that cn 11-2-59, -i.j. Oswald B\/ore to the following affidavit. 

*T affirm my allegiance is to the I Soviet Socialist 

ivepublic.” 

Oswald requested that his American citizenship be revved. The 
memorandum Indicated that he now wished to return to the lotted Oates ^^P oUie 
SL unable to finance his return trip and that the State Department would probably 
furnish him a loan. The memorandum concludes tint the Senator should not beco 

involved in this case. 

* ^tor Tower’s office said it is obvious that the State Department never 
ke^t them adv-aed as to the final disposition of this case. 
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
